On Wednesday, August 
13th, the Planning Commission 
for the City of San Jose unani- 
mously approved the granting of 


a conditional use permit that 
paves the way for a $100 mil- 
lion renovation and expansion 
of Eastridge Mall. One quarter 
of a million square feet of exist- 


ing mall space will be demol- 
ished and rebuilt, “To better 
serve the needs of the commu- 
nity.” 

But many of the two hun- 
dsed or so residents that attended 
the August | 3th public hearing 
don’t think that the “community 
is served” by closing an ice rink 
used by neighborhood kids. 

In this case, the “path to 
progress” goes right through the 
middle of the ice rink. General 
growth, owners and developers 
of the Eastridge site, have no 
plans to build a new ice rink as 
part of their planned develop- 
ment. 

Does that area of San Jose 
really need an ice rink? Can't 
they all go to the “Logitech” Ice

San Jose State and King Library 
celebrate a Grand Opening

There was too little time to 
thank the hundreds of individuals 
who contributed to the enormous 
accomplishment of collaboration 
that led to the opening ceremonies 
of the new City/University Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Library on 
August 16th. In seven short years, 
a world caliber institution of free 
learning was designed and built, 
along with the development of an 
infrastructure of policies and pro- 
cedures that had never been at- 
tempted before. 

“Today we dedicate a ...hy- 
brid library, the first of its kind in 
the nation that supports both the 
formal education that occurs at the 
university and the individual 
learning that takes place through- 
out our lives at public libraries,” 
said Patricia Senn Breivik. Dean 
of the SJSU library. 

Breivik shared the micro- 
phone with Jane Light, Library 
Director for the City of San Jose 
as they both joined in thanking the 
many officials, designers, build- 
ers and policymakers who had led 
the teams of people in reaching 
this remarkable moment. They 
also enthusiastically acknowl- 
edged Dolores Montenegro 
(Project Manager, S.J. Redevelop- 
ment Agency) whose diplomacy 
and planning skills had “miracu- 
lously” kept the “pieces” together 
and on time; as well as thanking 
the volunteers, commissions, and

the staff from both the city and 
university library systems, who 
had worked feverishly to get 
ready for the public opening. 

Thousands of awed patrons 

“Public libraries are some- 
times called the people’s univer- 
sity,” continued Breivik. “A pub- 
lic library makes it possible for 
anyone to learn about anything 
and this essential freedom allows 
our democracy to continue and to 
flourish. Public libraries make it 
possible for individuals to learn, 
to grow and to change at their own 
initiative, at their own pace and 
in pursuit of their own goals and 
dreams.” ' 

As the doors opened from the 


campus side of the library, an ob- 
viously thrilled Mayor Ron 
Gonzales (Chair of the San Jose 
RDA Board) shook hands for sev- 
eral minutes as he stood in the 
center of the foyer, surfing the tsu- 
nami of eager explorers who 
quickly flooded the nine levels 
that housed over 15 miles of 
bookshelves and over 1.5 million 
materials for learning. 
Simultaneous programming 
kept visitors flowing from floor 
to floor, and from inside to out- 
side the impressive building. Out- 
side the university campus en- 
trance, the grassy courtyard ac- 
commodated two stages and over

El próximo viaje del Secreta- 
rio de Relaciones Exteriores de 
México a Estados Unidos para 
reunirse con funcionarios de ese 
país y tratar el tema del esperado 
acuerdo migratorio ha dejado una 
cosa en claro: México sigue man- 
teniendo su interés en realizar esta 
negociación, pero sobre todo lo ha- 
rá con dignidad, sin comprometer- 
se a aspectos que vayan en su con- 
tra y de su gente que vive de este 
lado del Río Bravo. 

El mismo Canciller Luis Er- 
nesto Derbez lo ha dejado muy cla- 
ro esta semana al declarar a la 
Agencia Internacional de noticias 
The Associated Press, que nunca 
se dará nada a cambio de un acuer- 
do migratorio. 

El funcionario al igual que su 
antecesor, Jorge Castañeda, no se- 
ñala ninguna fecha límite para lle- 
gar a este acuerdo, subrayando que 
ponerle fechas sería un gran error 
porque se trabaja con ánimo y en- 
tusiasmo.

Immigration: a federal or

When the INS raided the sweet 
Vidalia onion fields of Georgia 
during the harvest of 1998, the 
growers complained to their Con- 
gress Representatives and Sena- 
tors. The INS quickly stopped the 
raids. The law is the law-but busi- 
ness takes priority. 

The cheap labor provided by 
undocumented workers is vital to 
our economy, yet the federal gov- 
ernment is not willing to recognize 

it officially and create a sensible 
immigration policy. In the absence 
of national legislation, many 
American states are creating their 
own way of dealing with undocu- 
mented workers at the local level. 

A number of states are begin- 
ning to provide appropriates ser- 
vices to undocumented workers 
because they have been residents 
for many years and have been pay- 
ing taxes. California, Texas, New 
York, Utah, and Washington, for 
example, allow children of un- 
documented workers to attend col- 
lege and pay the relatively low in- 
state fees. Other states are consid- 
ering following suit. 

The ability to drive an automo- 
bile is a privilege which many 
states grant .undocumented work- 
ers. Utah, North Carolina, Kansas, 
New Mexico, and Tennessee don’t 


require driver’s license applicants 
to prove that they are in the U.S. 
legally. They don't require a social 
security number to apply for 
driver's licenses, accepting in its 
place a taxpayer identification 
number, which is available to un- 
documented workers. By giving 
them a taxpayer identification 
number, the U.S. is saying that un- 
documented immigrants can work. 
States allowing them to drive le- 
gally are merely following with the 
logical next step. 

The government of Mexico 
has also been helping by issuing a 
matrícula consular to its citizens 
living in our country, which is in- 
creasingly being accepted by many 
states and local agencies. The I.D. 
cards identify the bearers and are 
accepted by American banks, hos- 
pitals, and even police depart- 
ments. The cards allow the bear- 
ers to open bank accounts and not 
carry a lot of cash in their pockets, 
which can cause robberies and cre- 
ate crimes. The cards enable po- 
lice to identify them and save a lot 
of time in an investigation. At the 
same time, the cards encourage 
people to report crimes and coop- 
erate with officials. 

States that accept the matrí- 
cula consular provide assistance to 
undocumented workers at the prac- 
tical level but also give them a 
measure of dignity as human be- 
ings. 

In addition to Mexico, some 
other countries are considering 
providing similar cards to their citi- 
zens living in the US who may not 
have other forms of identification. 

To be sure, not everyone is in

favor of assistance to undocu- 
mented workers since they have 
committed a crime by entering the 
U.S. illegally. People are afraid that 
rewarding illegal behavior will 
encourage more of the same. New 
Jersey, Virginia, and West Virginia 
recently passed new laws restrict- 
ing undocumented workers' ability 
to get driver's licenses. Some other 
states are not willing to accept the 
matrícula consular since there have 
been some cases of fraud. 

Of course, there is some fraud 
in just about anything. There is 
plenty of fraud with credit cards. 
Yet, no one is suggesting that they 
be banned because some people 
use them to commit crimes. 

The crime most undocu- 
mented workers have committed is 
due to a hunger for minimum wage 
jobs. In a way, undocumented 
workers are allowed to commit the 
crime because American compa- 
nies hire them. If jobs were to dis- 
appear, undocumented workers 
would quickly go back to their 
home countries. 

Not too many people speak up 
for undocumented workers. Un- 
documented workers don't have the 
resources to hire lobbyists and in- 
fluence elected officials. They 
don’t make significant financial 
contributions to candidates for po- 
litical offices and expect to be re- 
paid after the elections. 

Yet, you have to admire their 
initiative and perseverance. As the 
federal government has tightened 
the “easy” entry points through 
Operation Gatekeeper, the journey '

La 
señora Blanca dice que “uno de los 
oficiales y consejeros golpeó a su 
hijo y le dijo que lo haría llorar co- 
mo a una niña” y luego hace la pre- 
gunta “¿de qué le está sirviendo el 
estar encerrado en un cuarto chi- 
quitito hasta 23 horas por dia? La 
educación es para la mente, para 
que aprendan y se eduquen, en un 
cuarto chiquito, donde no les dan 
ni lápiz ni papel para que escriban, 
¿qué educación es? Nada, no les 
están educando como debe de ser”. 

La señora Blanca *** hace un 
llamado a la comunidad latina, 
“abran los ojos, vean la realidad del 
abuso de los “niños”. Si uno mismo 
le pega a sus hijos. ¿qué pasa?, nos 
encierran y nos quitan a los niños, 
pero ellos si les pegan a los niños, 
no les hacen nada, eso es abuso”. 


Por su parte la señora Luz * 
alega que a uno de sus nietos, que 
lleva ya dos años en el rancho a 
pesar de que su sentencia era tan 
sólo de cuatro meses, lo golpearon 
dos personas, y la razón fue porque 
al parecer no les gustó la manera 
en que el joven los miraba. 

Como la señora Blanca ***, se 
pregunta cómo es posible que si 
uno le pega a su hijos para corre- 
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girlos, se los pueden quitar y dentro 
del sistema penitenciario, los cela- 
dores y guardianes lo pueden hacer. 
Finalmente, el mensaje a la comu- 
nidad de parte de la señora Luz es 
“que si alguien tiene familiares de- 
tenidos y son abusados, que ha- 
blen, no tengan miedo, necesita- 
mos ayuda de la gente y es tiempo 
de hacer algo”. 

Como dije líneas arriba, las 
causas por la que están detenidos 
los jóvenes, pueden ser o no causa 
de discusión. lo que es alarmante 
es el doble mensaje de la Ley... si 
golpeas a tus hijos para discipli- 
narlos te los quito, pero si mis 
agentes judiciales lo hacen... ¿no 
pasa nada? 

Esperamos que las autorida- 
des pronto respondan a estas de- 
mandas y nos aclaren las cosas, 
porque si no lo hacen, entonces, 
¿en quién vamos a confiar? 

Claro que también como pa- 
dres tenemos la obligación de ha- 
blar con nuestros hijos, de no ce- 
rrarnos a darles lo material y decir 
que estamos cansados después de 
una larga jornada laboral y no dar 
importancia a sus cosas. Debemos 
escucharles, orientarles, educarles 
para evitarles y evitarnos la pena 
de saber que por no atenderles, han 
perdido su libertad.

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Chihuahua instalará laboratorio de ADN Fox y gobernadores acuerdan convocar 
para aclarar las muertes de mujeres Convención Nacional Hacendaria 


México, (EFE).- Las autorida- 
des del estado mexicano de Chi- 
huahua (frontera con EE.UU.) bus- 
can poner en marcha a comienzos 
del próximo año de un laboratorio 
de análisis de ADN para esclarecer 
las muertes de más de 250 mujeres 
en Ciudad Juárez. 

Así lo dijo el miércoles a EFE 
el director del laboratorio de gené- 
tica de la Universidad de Granada 
(sur de España), José Antonio Lo- 
rente, quien se encuentra en Méxi- 
co en el marco del Congreso Inter- 
nacional de Ciencias Penales. que 
organiza la Fiscalía General. 

La semana pasada, Lorente vi- 
sitó Chihuahua, estado al que per- 
tenece Ciudad Juárez, y se reunió 
con sus autoridades. 

“La Procuraduría del estado de 
Chihuahua ha hecho una inversión 
enorme en crear un nuevo comple- 
jo de formación y de investigación. 
y una de las máximas prioridades 
es poner en marcha el laboratorio 
de ADN para resolver todos los ca- 
sos forenses, pero muy especial- 
mente las muertes de mujeres en 
Ciudad Juárez”, afirmó. 

Lorente señaló que el laborato- 
rio de genética de la Universidad 
de Granada, el pionero en la identi- 
ficación de personas desaparecidas 
a través de muestras del ADN de 
los restos de la víctima y de sus fa- 
miliares, está “asesorando y ayu- 
dando” al Gobierno chihuahuense 
en este proyecto. 

“De hecho, va a ir personal de 
ese laboratorio a la Universidad de 
Granada durante dos meses (entre 
noviembre y diciembre) a formar- 
se, para que cuando vuelva se co- 
mience a trabajar”. dijo. 

El experto español señaló que 
el laboratorio de genética de Gra- 
nada también ha capacitado a ex- 
pertos de las procuradurías (fis- 
calías) capitalina y del estado de 
Jalisco.

Mexican ex-victim: Being kidnapped changes your life

Mexico City, (EFE).- A Mexi- 
can former kidnap victim turned 
author who was abducted and held 
blindfolded for nearly two weeks. 
beaten and threatened by her cap- 
tors, says such an ordeal foments 
the honing of a sixth sense, “the 
sense of death.” 

Virginia Fabian, now 49. has 
turned her May 2000 abduction 
into a self-help book she-hopes will 
give fortitude to anyone subjected 
to what she endured. 

“My life has changed com- 
pletely,” the author of “Secues- 
trada” (Kidnapped), published this 
year by Planeta. says in the work's 
introduction. “Not so much in what 
I do — that's the least of it. What's 
changed is the way I look at life. | 
value it more now. but I have no 
illusions.” 

In a style that loses nothing in 
terms of dramatic punch by depart- 
ing from the standard crime genre, 
the 157-page book recounts with- 
out so much as a pinch of self-pity 
what happened three years ago, 
when six youths broke into her 
home in Tepoztlan, some 40 kilo- 
meters (25 miles) south of the 
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Mexican capital. and kidnapped 
her in front of her cousin. 

After 12 days in captivity and 
the payment of a ransom by her 
children. Fabian was released. 

Months later, her kidnappers 
were caught after abducting two 
more individuals, one of whom - 
23-year-old Paola Gallo - wound 
up dead. 

“The kidnapping was the 
backdrop, the pretext for writing a 
book about personal triumph.” the 
author said. “I'm not a writer.” 

Describing how she was held 
blindfolded in a back-country 
house by a gang led by Miguel 
Salgado Najera, alias “El Chino.” 
Fabian urges readers to reflect on 
“how human beings tap unknown 
resources to feel they are saved.” 

“IT developed an extra sense.” 
she writes. “I wouldn't know how

to say exactly where it is. Some- 
times | could smell it, sometimes | 
felt it, at other times E could taste it 
and sometimes | heard it.” 

“I call this sense “the sense of 
death.” Fabian continues. “Tt was 
always present and made me con- 
scious that, at any moment, and 
perhaps without any apparent rea- 
son, they might kill me.” 

She details how some of her 
captors were glued to video games, 
played a recording of the Mexican 
folk song “La Niña secuestrada” 
(“The abducted girl”) to undermine 
her morale or toyed with their pis- 
tols to terrorize her. spurring her 
to fantasize about a possible res- 
cue. 

Fabian recalls being beaten by 
her captors, but says fear was the 
biggest hurdle she had to over- 
come. 

She highlighted her captors’ 
tendency to picture themselves as 
people destined from birth for evil. 
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ones, because we know there are a 
lot of other people out there with- 
out any means who don't become 
kidnappers,” she said. 

Nevertheless, she added, Me- 
xico's enormous gap between rich 
and poor “encourages resentment, 
kidnapping and the extremes of 
violence directed at kidnap vic- 
tims.” 

Fabian said she found it aston- 
ishing that even in the face-ef an 
unprecedented wave of abductions, 
kidnapping is still not a federal of- 
fense in Mexico. 

The victim turned author also 
decried the paucity of resources 
devoted to dealing with the prob- 
lem. 

“It makes me mad,” she said. 
“Authorities know which gangs 
have taken root across the entire 
republic. It also angers me that we, 
as citizens, haven't done what we 
should have: raising our voices ... 
If we don't pressure them, officials 
aren't going to take an interest."s2

Caracas, (EFE).- A broad 
coalition opposed to Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez took to the 
streets again Wednesday in a huge 
march like those of last year, some 
of which were accompanied by 
violence and rebellion. to press for 
a recall election. 

The opposition demonstrators 
returned to the capital's thorough- 
fares confident that Chavez's time 
in power is drawing to a close. 

“Chavez, I'm sick of you, 
leave!” read one of the hundreds 
of signs carried during the mass 
demonstration, held on a main av- 
enue in central Caracas before a 
large banner reading. “Referen- 
dum, Yes.” 

The anti-Chavez demonstra- 
tors took to the streets to show their 
support for a petition presented to 
electoral authorities calling for a 
referendum to determine if the 
president should resign. 

To whistles and drums, dem- 
onstrators chanted, “Chavez is 
leaving.” 

The only incident reported 
during the demonstration was a 
bomb threat at one of the sites 
where protesters were gathered. 

Some 4,500 police and army 
troops were deployed to provide 
security during the four-hour 
march, which took place on Ca- 
racas’ Libertador Avenue. 

Although authorities have not 
offered an estimate of the demons- 
tration's size, Miranda state Gov. 
Enrique Mendoza, the head of the 
opposition Democratic Coordina- 
tor, told reporters between 500,000 
and 600.000 people participated. 

The demonstrators, who came 
from all over the country, gathered 
at six staging points throughout the 
capital, from where they marched 
to Libertador Avenue behind trucks 
carrying loudspeakers blaring anti- 
Chavez slogans. 

“This is a day of peace, of rec- 
onciliation. This is a march aimed 
at initiating a peace process and 
building a country in which we will 
all have a better quality of life,” 
former oil industry leader and op- 
position leader Eddy Ramirez told 
EFE. 

The organizer of the march, 
the opposition Democratic Coor- 
dinator, on Wednesday morning 
handed over to electoral authori- 
ties “more than 2.7 million signa- 
tures” it collected in February. 

The recall referendum is a con- 
stitutional mechanism and allows 
for the possibility of ending the 
term of any elected official once 
they have served at least half of 
their term, a milestone Chavez 
reached on Tuesday. 

The government, meanwhile, 
has questioned the validity of the 
signatures collected by the oppo- 
sition. | 

Demonstrators on Wednesday 


waved the Venezuelan flag along 
with flags from political parties in- 
cluding the Coper. Democratic Ac 
uon, Justice First and Venezuela 
Project. 

Elias Blanco, 33, told EFE that 
he was marching “to express that 
the majority of Venezuelans want 
the recall referendum, which is the 
only democratic and peaceful so- 
lution we have” to get rid of

Chavez. 

Blanco said his employers 
gave the day off to workers to al- 
low them to participate in the dem- 
ONstration.

“Chemical Ali” turns up 
alive and in U.S. custody 


Washington, (EFE).- US 
troops in Iraq have captured Ali 
Hassan al-Majid, Known as 
“Chemical Ali” for the 1998 mas- 
sacre of Kurdish civilians with poi- 
son gas, who was believed to have 
been killed in an April bombing 
raid, Pentagon officials said Thurs- 
day. 

Al-Majid, a first cousin and 
crony of ousted strongman Saddam 
Hussein. was supposed to have 


been killed when secret police 
headquarters in Basora was blown 
up by British rockets on April 7th. 
At the start of hostilities Al- 
Majid had been named commander 
of Iraqi forces in the southern war 
Zone with orders to defend Basra, 
Iraq's second-largest city and ha- 
rass the columns of allied troops 
heading north toward Baghdad. 
Al-Majid earned his grim 
nickname when he unleashed toxic 


gas against villages where tens of 
thousands of Kurdish civilians 
were sleughtered. He was subse- 
quently appointed governor of 
Kuwait after Saddam invaded and 
annexed that country in 1990, 
Following the 1991 Gulf War, 
Al Majid again had a prominent 
role in the brutal suppression of an 
uprising by Iragi Shiites in the 
southern part of the country.sz

Chicago, (EFE).- Los hispa- 
nos tienen un perfil único de riesgo 
para contraer cáncer, lo que re- 
quiere un enfoque especial para su 
prevención, según un estudio de la 
Sociedad Americana del Cáncer. 

Como grupo, los hispanos tie- 
nen menos probabilidades que los 
blancos no hispanos de padecer y 
fallecer a causa de los cánceres más 
comunes, dice la segunda edición 
de Datos y Estadísticas del Cáncer 
en los Hispanos.

center? Sam Canchola, one of the 
parents who attended the public 
hearing admitted that he could 
take his son Tyler to Logitech, but 
that, “The location, the people. 
and the friends that we have made 
at Eastridge have been invaluable 
for him,” he said, as he pointed 
to his boy. There's, “more of a 
family atmosphere at Eastridge,” 
Mr. Canchola explained, at 
Logitech, you're “just a number.” 
Losing the rink at Eastridge 
would be a “loss to the commu- 
nity.” 

_ Itseems that every project in 
San Jose these days comes with 
a “What's best for the commu- 
nity” toe-tag attached to it. The 


city council spends hundreds of 
millions of dollars in a vain at- 
tempt to build and foster “com- 
munity.” But here at Eastridge. a 
recreational facility and commu- 
nity asset is being dismantled 
while the city government sits on 
the sidelines.
